DETAILED ACTION 

Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Claims 1-7 
are allowable. The prior art of record broadly discloses methods of estimating joint 
movement. These methods utilize reaction forces to calculate moments at ankle, hip, 
and knee joints. However none of the prior art on record explicitly teaches setting a 
posture leg coordinate system to the leg plane, changing it with respect to a body 
coordinate system set to the walking body, and measuring hip displacement amounts 
about three axes using acceleration wherein the plane passes through the leg at the 
three joints. Therefore, the above limitations as incorporated into independent claim 1, 
define patentability over the prior art of record.
